And Adri- 
anople, down at the heels though it 
is, has been the 'apple-of-the-eye' oO 
many a Turkish sultan, because it was 
the first city o£ any "size which 
the 


Turks ever captured in Europe.' says 
a bulletin of the National Geographic 
Society issued from its Washington, 
D. C., headquarters. - 


"Karagach is a strategic point along 


the 
Constantinopie-Sophia-Eelgrade 


railway, which is Bulgaria's outlet to 
the Aegean. Recent reports say that 
the-Greeks have moved out brig and 
baggage, leaving Karagach dead and 
the .corpse dismant^d. their gutted 


j houses looking down in their ruin and 
desolation upon the 
naked 
streets, j 


They have gone out on a plain beyond 
to build near Ourli a city of their own. 
and have called i; Orestias after one 
of their heroes at Troy. 
the name 


which they had formerly 
given 
to 


Karagach. 


"Karagach, one of the five suburbs 


of -Adrianople, which dies to the west 
of the city near tho confluence of the 
Arda and the Mnritza. is Western in 
ils general design, ivith detached res- 
idences in gardens, of the modern 
European type. 
Adrianople, however, 


is distinctly Oriental in character anil 
has for many years been a strongly 
fortified outpost of the >~—T-~ en th 
"rentier of the Balkans. 


"Many of historys pageants 
have 


been staged in the ancient city. Ha- 
drian gave it his name; the Roman 
Enfperor of the East. Valens, met his 
•leath at the hands of the Goths be- 
fore it; Huns. Greeks. Bulgars 
and 


Crusaders have swept over and around 
it. The Turks, captured it in 1361, and 
after that time until the fall $f Con- 
stantinople it was the home of the 
Turkish Sultan—the basis of the senti- 
ment which the Turks profess for it. 


•Though many travelers think that 


the great Suleimanieh at Constanti- 
nople is the most magnificent of the 
mosques of the East, the architect 
Sinan considered, the mosque at Adri- 
anople his best work. He is reported 
to have said that he designed 
the 


Shahzadeh in Constantinople when he 
was an apprentice, the great mosque of 
Suleiman when he was a journeyman, 
and the Selimieh of Adrianople wher» 
he was a master builder. 
, 
"Some delightful stories, too, have 


(been linked with the dramatic history 
jof the city. Once during the time of 
/ Suleiman the Magnificent, his son vis- 
l ited Adriartople and the ambassadors 


t from the courts of Europe came to pre- 


i sent their respects. The lost diplomatic 
representative to arrive in this city 
was the Persian, who was astonished 
and angered by the fact that the Euro- 
peans took off their hats to him. It 
| is a serious breach of etiquette for a 
Mohammedan to uncover his head in 
public, so he demanded an explanation. 
The master of ceremonies poured oil 
on the troubled waters by telling him 
th&t the Christians thereby indocated 
their, willingness to lay their heads at 
hhefeet of the Sultan. 
. -"Karagach was a Bulgarian suburb 
of the main town in the days before 
the "World War, and the Maritza on 
which it sands flows 
picturesquely 


through Bulgarian legends and 
the 


national hymn of that country. 
The 


town is lighted by petroleum lamps, 
and from it there is a continual tramp 
of traffic over its two-mile causeway 
to the main part of the city. 


"Back in the old days Bulgarians 


girls and occasionally a married wom- 
an a little more 'daring than the rest, 
used to gather 
in~ some convenient 


place out-of-doors, where they were 
joined by the youths of the town~"and 
the village piper, for their favorite pas- 
time—songs and dancing. 


"There they formed in line with the

THE TAX BILL 


Calls Measure Unsatisfactory, However, 


and Will Work for Change at Next 
Session 


(By Associated Press) 


Washington, June 3—President Cool- 


idge yesterday afternoon signed 
the 


tax reduction bill but, declaring if un- 
satisfactry. announced that he would 
bend all his energies to obtain enact- 
ment of a better measure at the next 


• session' of Congress. 


The bill, which decreases tax rates 


in most instances to the Jo'.vVst level 
since 1917 and which was the basis of 
the hottest legislative fight over the 
present session of Congress, was de- 
clared by the President in a 2500 word 
statement issued coincident \vith his 
approval of the measure, lo represent 
merely "tax reduction, not tax 
re- 


form." 


"The bill does not represent a sound 


permanent tax policy and its passage 
has been subject to unfortunate influ- 


ence which ought not to control fiscal 
questions,' the executive said, "still, 
,ln spite of its obvious defects, its ad- 


j vantages as a temporary relief and a 
temporary 
adjustment 
of. 
business 


conditions, in view of the uncertainty 
of a belter law within a reasonable : 
time lead me to believe that the best j 
interests of the country would 
be 


subserved if this bill-became a law. 


"A correction pf its defects may be 


left to the nexl session of the Con- 
gress. I trust a bill less political and 
more truly economic may be passed at 
that time. To that end I shall bend 


j all my energies." 


The legislation as approved by the 


President, reduces the tax of almost 
every Federal taxpayer and cuts the 
Federal revenues by an amount esti- 
mated at 5361.000,000 for the next fiscal

Columbus 


wrote: 


"This nsland is surrounded by many 


very safe and \vide harbors, not 
ex- 


celled by ajiy others that I have ever 
seen. Many great and 
salubrious 


rivers flow through it. 
There are also 


many very high mountains there. 


"All these islands are .very beautiful" 


and disliiiKtiishpfl by various qualities; 
they are accessible, and full of a si-eat 
variety ot trees stretching up to -the 
stars; the leaves of which I 
believe 


are never shed, for I saw them 
as 


green and flourishing as they are us- 
ually in Spain in the month of May; 
some of them were blossoming, some 
were bearing fruit, some 
were 
in 


other conditions; each one was thriv- 


ing in Its own way. . The nightingale 
and various other birds without num- 
ber were singing In the*mdht5"of*iFo- 
vember. when I was exploring them. 
There are besides In the said 
island, 


Juana, seven or eight kinds of palm 
trees, which far excel ours In height 
and beauty, just as all the other trees, 
herbs and fruits do." 


Of the natives of the islands Colum- 


bus wrote: 


"These people practice no kind Of 


idolatry; on the contrary they firmly 
believe that all strength and 
power 


and in fact all good things are in heav- 
en, and that I had come 
down 
from 


thence with tsese ships and sailors, 
and in this belief I was received there 
after they had put aside fear. 
Xor 


were they slow or unskilled, but of ex- 
cellent and acute understanding, and 
the men who have navigated that sea 
give an,.account of everything in an 
admirable manner; but they never saw 
people clothed, nor this kind of ships." 


Ono island which Columbus called 


M.-iieuin. probably Martinique, he be- 
lieved to be inhabited only by women. 


"These women," he said,

no kind of work'of their sex. for they 
use bows 
and 
darts: 
they protect 


themselves with sheets of copper. Thpy

abounds in gold above all others." 


The explorers summary of the com-
